Named Names

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former government workers. 


From them, she said she and 


others were able to pass along for 
relay to Moscow such top-secret data 
as plans for the B-29 Superfortress, 
word that this country was about to 
decipher the Russian code and the 
date for the Allied invasion of Nor- 
mandy—D-Day. 


Among* those Miss Bentley named 


were Lauchlto Currie, one -of the 
late President Roosevelt's admin- 
istrative assistants, and Harry D. 
White, former assistant Secretary 
of the Treasury. 


Called "Fantastic" 


Both—as had Remington and some 


of the others—quickly and hotly de- 
nied any Communist affiliation or 
any passing along of wartime secrets. 
Currie and White, furthermore, de- 
.nied knowing anything about Miss 
Bentley's operations. 


"To the best of my knowledge," 


said Currie to a statement from his 
home to Scarsdale, N. Y., "I have 
never known nor associated to any 
way directly or indirectly with either 
a Communist or a Communist agent. 
1 never met Miss Bentley bor knew 
of her existence." 


White declared: "This is the most 


fantastic thing 1 have ever heard 
of. I never heard of this woman. I 
'am shocked."

nfantile paralysis. 


Dr. David C. Stoner, the attend- 


ing physician, said today that it 
has not been absolutely determined 
that the disease from which the 
youngster is suffering is infantile 
paralysis, but added that it was 
relieved best to remove the young- 
ster to Harrisburg. 


If the diagnosis proves Elaine to 


have the disease she will be the 
fourth county youngster to be so 
stricken this summer. 


Dr. C. G. Crist, county medical 


director, in connection with the case, 
urged parents and countians to take 
precautions to prevent an epidemic 
of paralysis in this section. Dr. Crist 
pointed out that there is no epi- 
demic here at the present time, and 
that there is nothing "alarming" in 
the fact that there have been three, 
and possibly, the fourth case. But, 
he added, "infantile paralysis has 
reached epidemic stages in North 
Carolina and elsewhere this sum- 
mer and it is well to take what 
precautions we can." 


Urges Utmost Care 


He urged consultation with 


physician in case colds, sore throat, 
diarrhea, nausea, and nervousness 
occur. He advised against sudden 
cold baths, swimming in polluted 
water and urged parents against tak- 
ing children visiting where there 
might be a prevalence of the dis- 
ease. He urged all to avoid fatigue 
and to build body resistance by see- 
ing that food intake is sufficient, 
pointing out that the disease "is no 
longer a respecter of age, all get 
it, children and adults." He urged 
washing of hands before handling 
food, and avoidance of common 
drinking utefrsils. 


Pointing out that "the disease at- 


tacks both rich and poor, young 
and old," he urged all to take pre- 
cautions during the current period 
in order to keep the number of cases 
down to a minimum.

KILLED SINCE '41 
IN THIS COUNTY 


Over 700 deer were killed to Adami. 


county during the seven years, 1941 
through 1947 inclusive, the State 
Game Commission has announced. 


A composite tabulation of Penn- 


sylvania deer kill during the seven 
years, appearing in the current is- 
sue of Pennsylvania Game News 
shows that 548 bucks and 153 antler- 
less deer were killed to the county 
and reported to the state game com- 
mission during the period. 


For the state the total killed in 


the seven years was 273,446, the 
tabulation shows. Of that number 
189,633 were bucks and 83,813 antler- 
less. 


McKean County Led 


McKean county was the scene of 


the greatest number of kills, with 
24,023 deer slain during the period 
Of that number 13,005 were bucks 
and 11,918' antlerless. Potter county 
was second high in deer hunting 
according to the report. The kill 
to Potter was 20,825 deer. Elk was 
third with 20,366 deer reported slain 
there. 


Centre was high on the list with 


12,533 reported from there, includ- 
ing 10,072 bucks and 2,461 antler- 
less deer slain. Bedford, where some 
local hunters visit, showed a repor 
of 3,711 deer killed, 3,091 bucks, 620 
antlerless. 


Nearby Franklin county reported 


1,413 
deer killed to the seven years 


with 1,183 of them being bucks and 
230 antlerless. Cumberland county 
reported 2,026 deer slain, 1,377 bucks 
and 649 antlerless. Cameron county 
where some Adams county residents 
hunt, had a kill of 7,100 deer, in- 
cluding 4^82 bucks and 2,118 antler- 
less. Fulton county reported 1,648 
bucks shot there during the seven 
years.

R. 2 aviator, was Injured and his 
plane was destroyed by fire Satur- 
day evening at 6:15 o'clock wbec 
the plane cracked up in a landing 
at Mori's farm about a mile east 
of Zora on the Maryland-Pennsyl- 
vania line. 


Mort was brought to the Warner 


hospital here in the Emmitsburg 
VFW ambulance. He was admitted 
as a patient with first and second 
degree burns of the left armband 
lower legs and head. He also suf- 
fered head bruises, and cuts-about 
the right hand, chin-and shoulder. 


Damage was placed by state police 


from the Gettysburg sub-station, 
who investigated, at $1,100. 


Canght Fire In Air 


Police said that Mort, who is also 


suffering from, shock, told them that 
the Aeronca monoplane caught fire, 
apparently while still to the air and 
that he attempted to land it on his 
farm. 


A cousin of Mort's who was watch- 


ing him circle his farm, and then 
saw the plane begin to glide appar- 
ently for a landing, was said by po- 
lice to have lost sight of the plane 
in its descent when it dropped be- 
hind a field of corn on a raised sec- 
tion of ground which hid the field 
in which the plane crashed. Police 
quoted her as saying that she heard 
a crash and then ran toward the 
field from which the noise came. 
She arrived to find Mort attempting 
to pick himself up from, the ground 
so_me distance from the plane which 
then was a mass of flames. 


The FaSrfield R- D. man had taken 


off from the iocal airport, where 
he kept ills plane, a short time be- 
fore the crash- Police said he held 
a student aviator's license. 


It -was not immediately known 


whether he was thrown from the 
plane, when it nosed over on landing, 
or whether he climbed out of the 
plane after it crashed. 


Warned Against Landing

before the "crash Mort had prom- 
ised not -to attempt J» land his light 
plane on^hlS'ttome field without an 
instructor present to correct any 
mistakes that "he might" make in 
coming "down-to a landing -on the 
open field. Bircher told Mort that 
to land the plane on the farm field 
would require much, more skfll than 
the man possessed at the present 
stage of his training. 


Shortly after Bircher had talked 


to Mort about the matter and had 
warned him against such, a landing 
Mort had the gasoline tank of the 
plane filled and told a; friend with 
tim to take his car back to Fair- 
field. He then took off on the flight 
that ended with the crash. 


Bircher also said eye witnesses 


claimed that there was no fire In 
the plane prior to its landing. Those 
who saw the plane In .flight sajd 
Mort made three approaches to a 
field on his farm and then appar- 
ently decided to attempt the landing 
on another section of the farm, glid- 
ing in to a landing in which he

"But I can't sleep," say so many. 


And they do more damage to their 
physical well-being than they ever 
realize by faying to drug themselves 
to sleep. This is a grave mistake 
Drugs are for sick people in the care 
of a physician. One of the main 
reasons why people cannot sleep, as 
they say, is that they take the whole 
day to bed with them. When you 
close your eyes at night don't try 
to think of things. Don't try to live 
over the day that you have just 
left Think only of sleep — and a 
pleasant one at that. It will surprise 
you how quickly you will drift into 
oblivion, awakened only by the 
dawn! 


Put yourself to your pillow with a 


quiet mind. Dismiss all anxieties and 
all cares.

Only 1.61 inches of rain were mea- 


sured here in the 31-day period, ap- 
proximately a third of the normal 
382 inches for the month, sipce 
1903, only the July records in 1944 
and the drought year of 1930 show 
lower rainfall totals. July, 1944, had 
only 125 inches of rain and in 1930 
the total for the month was "i.48 
niches. 


Last month's drought was. com- 


bined with above normal tempera- 
tures, high humidity and 'mostly 
overcast skies. Only six days last 
month went down in the weather 
records as clear and five were cloudy. 
The 20 others were listed as partly 
cloudy — with sktes 40 to 70 per cent 
overcast. 


94 Was Hottest Day 


July's average temperature of 75 6 


degrees was one degree above nor- 
mal. There were no extremely high 
temperatures. The highest for the 
month was a 94 on July 5, equalling 
the high mark for June and topping 
May's maximum of 92 degrees. The 
lowest'temperatures of the month 
were read^on July 9 and 10 -when the 
mercury dropped to 54 degrees. Tem- 
peratures of 90 degrees or more were 
reached here on six days.

Livestock Flics Are Robbers 


No longer is it excusable for farm- 


ers to permit dairy cows, horses and 
other animals to suffer the discom- 
forts oi fly attacks in summer. Com- 
plete extermination is possible; at 
least successful control is practic- 
able. Of course, evidence to justify 
fly control should not be necessary, 
as their evils are evident. But a few 
facts may be pertinent here. 


If for no further reason, the 


dairyman and horse owner should 
keep flies reduced to add to the ani- 
mals' physical comforts in fly 
weather. This is the humane reason. 
But even more impressive is the 
accepted fact that fly control is a 
sound farming investment to save 
valuable feed and increase milk pro- 
duction among cows and enhance 
he work animal's value in terms of 
eed invested for power. And above 
,11 it should be remembered that 
livestock flies, like house flies, carry 
angerous diseases besides contam- 
nating milking utensils and equip- 
ment. At the bottom of the farm 
edger can be summed up this m- 
ictment against the livestock fly— 


is a nuisance and should be ex- 


ermmated. 
There are three main species of 


flies listed on the banned list in 
arns and Jeedlot — the common 
house fly, stable fly and horn fly. 
The house fly breeds mainly in ex7 
wsed horse manure but may propa- 
ate in decaying vegetation and 
imilar refuse. The female stable fly 
lays its eggs in manure, wet and 
otting straws, or other decaying 
egetable matter.
